Pork Products Much Low 


er — Beef and Lamb JRe- 
main Firm — Wholesale 
Reductions Announced. 


New ,Tork, Nov. 30.—Investigations 


conducted in this city and in several 
other large centers ot population 
from New York, west and 
<outh, 


seem to indicate that in the tnajor- 
ty of places where the Inquiries 
were made the retail butchers have 
been made to feel the influence of 
the general cut in the wholesale price 
t>t meit, and that consumers are now 
getting some of their meat, at least, 
at a considerable reduction from the 
price of a month ago. 


In New York, in certain sections 


of the northern end of Manhattan 
sland and the Bronx, the price of 
amb, either in chops or in the leg, 
has fallen 25 per cent or more. 
In 


some shops lamb was purchasable 
at from 16 to J 8 cents a pound, while 


month ago it was selling for 2o 


cents. 
Rib roast is selling for 22 


cents a pound and a mouth ago it 
was selling for from 25 to 27 cents. 


Chickens are selling for from 22 to 


25 cents a pound, and porterhouse 
and sirloin steaks at from 23 to 25 
cents a pound, as against 27 to 30

employee will not measure up any- 
where near the sum that will be re- 
quired annually to meet the expendi- 
ture of the association is recognized 
by four officers of the company, who

M. Crosby, John Crosby and Benjamin 
S. Bull. Based upon past experience

pieces of bronzo work ever

out- Tho cannon is first cut into sec 
lions, and those pieces are then melt- 
ed and east into small wedges When 
tho time comes to use them in the 
manufacture 
of tho badges 
these 


wedges of metal uro remodeled and 
loflued, so that tho iron and lead can 
bo removed, as ihey cause a great 
deal of trouble with finishing up tho 
badge. 
About 20 per cent of copper 


and zinc Is then added to reduce the 
danger of breaking in the remaining 
operations. 
Tho rough form of the 


star is cost in sand. This star is then 
freed from sand and again annealed 
and the fire coating removed by acid 
baths. 
These stars are then 
freed 


from all traces of tho acid, any tract 
of which being left would speedily 
destroy the d.e^s. 
The piece is then 


placed between stool dis nnd sub 
.looted to an enormous pressure, equal 
to about 200 tons, on a press especial- 
ly designed and made for this work. 
This process Is repeated four or five 
times, the piece being annealed and 
cleaned after each operation.
